Can it be possible that President 
Havemeyer of the Democratic Sugar 
Trust is trying to assist in the elec- 
tion of Bryan by advancing the 
price of sugar? 

There is no doubt that the Sugar 
Trust owes Bryan a debt of gratitude. 

braskan, while a member of the 
House of Representatives in 1894, 
voted for the Wilson Tariff Bill, 
which included a sugar schedule that 
had been written by Secretary Car- 
lisle at the dictation of Mr. Have- 
meyer. That Tariff Bill was most 
favorable to the Trust, because it in- 
creased the Protection on refined sugar 
to 46.07% ad valorem, as against the 
Protection of 16.112"' aflorded by the 
McKinley Law. Under the provisions 
of the Wilson-Gorman i«, for which 
Bryan voted, the Sugar Trust was en- 
abled to monopolize almost completely 
the business of refining and selling 
sugar in the United States. When the 
Republicans returned to power they 
passed the Dingley Bill, in which the 
differential duty on refined sugar was 
reduced very materially— the reduction 
being, in fact, from 25 to 40% from the 
differential fixed by the Wilson-Gor- 
man Law. The favorable conditions 
enjoyed by the Trust under the sched- 
ule of the Wilson-Gorman Law, which 
President Cleveland referred to as a 
measure that miftht possibly look like 
fayoritism to the Trusts, were dr 
stroyed. Then President Havemeyer 
tried to get even with the Republicans. 
In his testimony before the Industrial 
Commission at Washington he falsely 
declared that Protection was 
" it of all Trust*, thus

Akron, <)., Aug. 24.-This city, while 
not exactly under martial law, is be- 
ing putroled by nine companies of 
the 4th regiment, brought here by 
the riots of Thursday morning. 
When day dawned Thursday morning 
it* revealed a scene of desolation and 
the evidence of violence and lawless- 
ness unparalleled in the history of 
this city. The rioters had done their 
awful work and had dispersed. One 
child was lying cold in death and 
nearly a score of people were suffer- 
ing from the wounds of pistol bulls, 
buekBhot and missiles. The city 
building was a heap of smoldering 
ruins, and beside it steumed the 
water-soaked rushes of Columbin hnll. 

At 9:20 nine compnnies of the 4th 
regiment arrived in the city and 
marched to the scene of the rioting. 
Shortly before 10 o'clock Mayor W. 
E. Young issued a proclamation clon- 
ing every saloon in Akron until fur- 
ther orders. 

In the Akron riot history again re- 
peated itself— the innocent ones were 
those to suffer, while the guilty ones 
were practically uninjured.

Since its refusal the screws have been 
fumed time and again on Youtsey. 
The corrupt press has been tilled with 
numerous statements of confessions 
from Youtsey and from others calcu- 
lated to force Youtsey to turu state's 
evidence. Witnesses were Introduced 
during Powcra'l trial to testify against 
Youtsey, merely to alarm Youtaey. 
The prompt action of the guillotine 
Saturday, "the neatness and dispatch" 
with which the required verdict was de- 
livered, all are supposed to weaken 
Youtsey.
